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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, December 18, 1868. 
TueErE is a strange dearth of original and deep 
works in French literature, It has now been nearly 
eighteen years since Louis Napoleon confiscated the 
public liberties of France, and each year since that 
deplorable date has seen French literature, art, 
and science decline, and public and private morals 
grow more corrupt. At present frivolity reigns 
with absolute dominion. In music we have M. 
Offenbach’s extravaganzas ; few pictures other than 
representations of naked women sell ; the majority 
of books exhibited in the bookstalls, those which 
sell best, are lives of fallen women, the mistresses 
of Henry IV., Ninon de 1’Enclos, Grecian courte- 
sans, and the like. It is true, as I mentioned in my 
last letter, there are indications of the growth of a 
better taste. There is great eagerness to discover 
the incidents of French history and especially of 
free French history, and to ascertain how the liber- 
ties enjoyed from 1815 to 1851 were lost. There is 
a growing antipathy to favorable histories of the 
consulate and empire, and to histories of battles 
and other military achievements. This feeling will 
doubtless lead to the disappearance of the stories 
of licentious women. But where are original works ? 
All our new books are but compilations. 
I called your attention some time since to M. 
Firmin Didot’s work on French orthography. It 
has already brought forth fruit. The Proof-Readers’ 
Society have addressed a letter to M. Villemain, 
Perpetual Secretary of the French Academy, in 
which they beg the Academy to take measures 
likely to remove for the future the contradictions 
which exist in words which are nearly alike. The 
Proof-Readers say: ‘“ These irregularities make the 
labor of proof-reading extremely irksome. Of a 
truth how is it possible to remember immediately 
that the words assonance, consonnance, dissonance, 
and resonnance should be written these with one n, 
and those with doublen? Why does feve take the 
grave accent and séve the acute accent? Why is 
sangloter written with one ¢, and ballotter with double 
t? Souffler with double /, and boursoufler with a 
single f?... It may be estimated, taking a 
moderate reckoning, the cost of correction of proofs 
amounts annually tor the trade in Paris to $12,000 
gold, which added together since 1835 forms a total 
of $239,600 gold, which enormous tax is borne with- 
out profit by the composer, the printer, the pub- 
lisher, or by the author.” M. Villemain replied that 
he would lay their letter before the Dictionary Com- 
mittee. 

M. Emile Zola some months since published a 
novel entitled “ La Honte,” in the feuilleton of one of 
our newspapers. He determined to bring it out in 
book form under the title “ Madeleine Ferat.” The 
publisher, M. Lacroix, heard that the government 
intended to prosecute it, and hesitated, and I believe 
still hesitates, to bring it out. M. Zola refuses to 
suppress the passages the publisher considers dan- 
gerous; he says: “The few lines I am asked to 
obliterate contain all the thesis of the book. I took 
this thesis in Michelet and Dr. Lucas. I have 
dramatized it in an austere and earnest manner. 
I do not mean to confess I have injured good morals 
by writing a medical essay whose object, I contend, 
is a lofty human morality. My essay strives to 
persuade people to accept the marriage ties as eter- 
nal in the physiological view. Religion and mo- 
rality say to man, ‘ You shall live with one woman 
alone ;’ and science in turn says to him, ‘ Your first 
wife shall be your eternal wife.’ I have merely 

developed this scientific theory. I believe I have 
written a useful and a moral work.”’

M. Théophile Gautier has been made Princess 
Mathilde’s librarian. Some wag has made the cal- 
culation that the 2000 volumes in her library will 
cost her in librarian’s salary alone $4 a volume. 
«+... M. d’Haussonville, in his article on the 
“Relations between the Church and the First Em- 
pire,” publishes this note : “ Marshal Vaillant, Min- 
ister of the Emperor’s Household, has done me the 
honor toinform me that he has given the most posi- 
tive orders that nothing in the imperial archives 
should be communicated to me.” The reason is, 
M. d’Haussonville is a virulent enemy of the French 
Empire. To whom do the nation’s archives be- 
long? . . . M. Gustave Flaubert (author of Mme. 
Bovary and Salammbo) has nearly completed a 
novel which begins on the 18th Brumaire and ends 
the 2d December, 151. . . . One of the Paris pa- 
pers says (but I do not give it you for true) that 
Mme. George Sand, in going, a few days since, from 
Thomery (where she had been to spe Mile. Rosa 
Bonheur) to Fontainebleau, became irritated by the 
slow pace of the driver whose carriage she had hired; 
she at Jast said to him: ‘‘ When a man is not more 
intelligent than you are, he does not become a hack- 
man.’’ He replied: “ It is true, madam; if nature 
had given me more sense, I should not be on this 
box—I should be a novel writer.” The paper adds, 
Mme. Sand made nofurtherremark. . . . M. Victor 
Hugo’s novel will not be called “ Par Ordre du Roi,” 
but “ L’Homme qui Rit.” The first part will be en- 
titled “La Mer et la Nuit ;” the second part “ Par 
Ordre du Roi.” It will be published in January. 

I regret to record: the death of the mother of M. 
Alexandre Dumas, Jr. She expired at Neuilly, in 
the cottage, Avenue d’Orleans, her son provided 
her with after he became independent of fortune. 
In 1823, when M. Alexandre Dumas, Sr., was but 
an humble copying clerk in the Duke of Orleans’s 
(afterwards Louis Philippe) private secretary’s 
office, he lived in the building opposite the Opera 
Comique. Here he occupied a petty chamber. The 
tenant of the adjoining chamber was a seamstress, 
then 29 years old. He formed an intimacy with her, 
and on the 29th July, 1824, a child, M. Alexandre 
Dumas, Jr., was born. His father paid a monthly 
allowance to the child, and when he was old enough 
he sent him to M. Goubaux’s school. This gentle- 
man was not only the master of some of the most 
eminent French writers of the present day, but was 
himself an author of no mean power. He wrote,

with M. Eugéne Sue, “Les Mystéres de Paris.” 
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When M. Alexandre Dumas, Jr., became easy in 
his circumstances of fortune, he removed his mo- 
ther from the circulating library she kept in the 
Rue de la Michodiére, and rented a cottage at 
Neuilly for her. He was extremely attentive to 
her, and as he grew wealthy he made her share his 
good fortune. She is represented as a woman of 
unusual sprightliness, inexhaustible vivacity, and 
whose conversation was attractive from its playful- 
ness, piquancy, and originality. M. Alexandre 
Dumas, Jr.’s more intimate friends attended her 
funeral. 

M. Germain Delavigne, brother of Casimir Dela- 
vigne, died a few weeks since at Montmorency, in 
his 79th year. He wrote a great many pieces with 
Scribe: ‘‘La Somnambule,” “ L’Héritiére,” “ La 
Neige,” “Le Macon,” “ La Muette de Portici,” “La 
Nonne Sanglante,” etc. He was buried in his bro- 
ther’s vault at Pére la Chaise. 

The French Comedy revived a short time since de 
Balzac’s comedy “ Mercadet.” It was received with 
marked favor. The newspapers are quite full of 
new anecdotes about him. I cull the more inter- 
esting of them. Messys. Siraudin and Dumanoir 
brought out a vaudeville entitled “La Vendetta.” 
Balzac had written a story with this title, and he 
claimed one-third of the copyright upon pretext that 
they had taken his title. The two works had no 
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sprightly man—except now and then, occasionally, 
and I remember when the shades of evening fell, 
at the hour of twilight which whips up the blood 
and gives some fever.” By the way, Messrs. Michel 
Lévy promise a complete library edition of de Bal- 
zac’s works, which will include even his corre- 
spondence. In it we shall have “ Mercadet” as de 
Balzac wrote it. The acting play was revised 
(everybody agrees in a most delicate and com- 
mendable manner) by M. Dennery to fit it for the 
stage. 

Some commotion was created last month by the 
announcement that M. Poupart Davyl, the printer 
of the legislative chamber, and several officers con- 
nected with the government had declined to print 
the forthcoming number of the Revue Moderne, 
upon the ground that the chapter of Count d’Alton- 
Shee’s Memoirs (now in course of publication in 
that journal) would be offensive to the govern- 
ment. He submitted the questionable proof-sheets 
to those in authority, and received assurances they 
gave no serious annoyance. The periodical was 
eagerly purchased, and found to contain nothing 
new except some speeches made when M. Thiers 
determined to bring back Napoleon’s remains to 
France. These speeches were new by dint of being 
old and forgotten. I find in the Memoirs one pas- 
sage which is not out of place in these columns.
